Councilman calls for transparency in finances

A Liberty city council¬ 
man, based on what he 
claims are “vicious ru¬ 
mors” and a lack of fiscal 
transparency, said that resi¬ 
dents have lost confidence 
in city government’s han¬ 
dling of its coffers. 

Andy Lawhorn ad¬ 
dressed his remarks to the 
council during the Feb. 12 
meeting at City Hall. 


“I guess we’ve all heard 
rumors about how city 
funds are being used for 
items and services for 
years now and it’s plagued 
me, kept me up at night. 
It’s people that just want to 
cause trouble — make up 
stuff to have something to 
do,” Lawhorn said. 

A first-term councilman, 
Lawhorn pointed a finger 
squarely at the council and 
Mayor Steve Sweeney as 
to why these rumors are 


circulating. 

“The only conclusion that 
I can come to is that these 
rumors have been started 
by everybody here and not 
directly but we have cre¬ 
ated this problem,” he said. 
And the problem, Lawhorn 
believes, stems from the 
lack of a monthly financial 
report at city council meet¬ 
ings. 

“I believe that city gov¬ 
ernment should disclose 
any and all business trans¬ 


actions to the public. It’s 
the job of the secretary or 
mayor to disclose an oral 
treasurer’s report to us and 
the public at every single 
meeting, which in most 
cases, the public consists 
of the media that’s report¬ 
ing,” Lawhorn said. 

And that lack of re¬ 
porting, Lawhorn said, 
has caused the erosion of 
trust — trust that residents 
should have in city govern¬ 
ment in spending tax dol¬ 


lars. 

“I bet you that if there 
was a poll in Liberty right 
now, I bet you if we asked 
everybody 4 Do you trust 
city government to spend 
and dispose of your city tax 
dollars, in a fair and legal 
way?’ I honestly believe 
that the results would be 
absolutely shocking,” he 
said. 

Lawhorn then made a 
motion calling for a month-

County responders work together to save twin babies

Casey County residents Dustin 
and Brittany Butler are the parents 
of twin boys Aydyn and Braydyn, 
but they found out very quickly the 
challenges of parenthood. 

Brittany Butler said that she was 
shocked when doctors told her that 
she was going to have twins. 

“It took two or three months for it 
to sink in,” Butler said. “And then 
I was still like, am I really going to 
have two?” 

Born 12 weeks early on Nov. 12, 
the babies were premature and small, 
with Aydyn weighing 3.5 pounds and 
Braydyn weighing even less at 2.15 
pounds. 

Not uncommon for preemies — a 
baby bom before 37 weeks — the 


twins had to stay in the neonatal 
intensive care unit, or NICU, at St. 
Joseph East in Lexington for four 
weeks before finally getting to come 
home to Liberty. 

Unfortunately for the Butlers, this 
would not be the last time their boys 
would be in the hospital. 

Emergency at home 

On Christmas night Aydyn was 
taken to Fort Logan Hospital in 
Stanford because he was gasping for 
air, and his lips were turning blue. 

Braydyn was also showing some 
signs of breathing difficulties. 

Aydyn tested positive for RSV, or 
respiratory syncytial virus infection. 

The infants were sent home and 
scheduled to go to their pediatrician 
the next day, an appointment they 


would never make. 

The following day Butler was 
holding Braydyn getting him ready 
to go to the doctors when her cousin 
and Clementsville volunteer fire 
fighter, Brendon Patten, lifted the 
baby’s limp arm. 

“He was basically lifeless. He 
seemed so lifeless,” Butler said. 

Butler’s mother, Janet Burlison, a 
certified nursing assistant, quickly 
took the baby and determined he was 
not breathing. As an ambulance was 
summoned, both Patten and Burlison 
performed CPR on the child. 

When the ambulance arrived it was 
decided that both infants would be 
taken to the Casey County Hospital 
to be flown by helicopter to another 
facility, but while in the ambulance

School board 
approves budget 
cutting measures 

More cuts to be made

The Casey County Board 
of Education is faced with 
the task of cutting more than 
$1 million from the district’s 
budget, which could include 
discontinuing programs and 
eliminating jobs. 

Discussion amongst board 
members and Superintendent 
Marion Sowders at the last 
board meeting on Feb. 10 led 
to several actions taking place 
in an effort to save money 
from the general fimd. 

The board approved the 
following measures: 

■ Abolish one additional 
special education teacher po¬ 
sition, saving approximately 
$44,154 from the general 
fund. 

■ Terminate three long 
term sub positions at the 
middle and high schools, sav¬ 
ing $39,000 from the general 
fund. 

■ Abolish the 12 “as 
needed” grounds worker po¬ 
sitions, which was reflected 
in the general fimd draft bud¬ 
get presented in January. The 
savings to the general fimd 
will be $76,560. The grounds 
worker lead position will 
also be eliminated, saving 
$ 19,419. However, the district 
will then create two full time 
grounds worker positions at 
$9.98 an hour, 250 eight hour 
days, but will ultimately save 
the district $54,740. 

■ Abolish the certified 
food service director position 
and create a classified food 
service director position, 100 
percent paid by food service. 


This calls for converting the 
existing food service direc¬ 
tor position to a full time in¬ 
structional supervisor, with 
75 percent of the total salary 
being paid by Title 1 funds, 
saving $13,078 from the gen¬ 
eral fimd. 

■ It was also discussed at 
that board meeting to discon¬ 
tinue the high school JROTC 
program which would save 
the district $67,100. No ac¬ 
tion was taken, but the board 
members requested to talk 
with members of the program 
before making a decision. 

The board discussed these 
cuts and it was decided that to 
balance the budget some cuts 
were necessary. 

“The bottom line here is we 
have to save money,” board 
member Anthony Edwards 
said. “Even if we have to stir 
the pot. When it comes down 
to it, we’ve got a job to do.” 

Sowders said that he wants 
to try and keep the budget 
cuts as far away from the stu¬ 
dents as possible, especially 
when it comes to the class¬ 
room teachers. 

“We don’t always need to 
cut our teachers because the 
bottom line is that the class¬ 
room teacher is the most 
important person in that stu¬ 
dent’s success,” Sowders 
said. “We’re cutting some 
things here at central otfice. 
I think we’re a little heavy 
with directors, or curriculum 
coaches. Because a district 
this size, to have every school 
have a curriculum coach, plus 
two district coaches, plus 
three instructional supervi-

King's Department Store to close

An iconic retail cloth¬ 
ing store that has been in 
Liberty for 68 years will 
close its doors in about 
two months. 

Jerry King, who owns 
the family business with 
his brother, David King, 
said that the decision to 
shutter the store is one the 
King families considered 
for some time. 


“This wasn’t a spur of the 
moment decision. We’re 
just moving on. We’re at 
retirement age and we’re 
going to give it up,” Jerry 
said. “We just thought it 
was the right time to go 
ahead and do it.” 

The store will also cease 
to be a place where quilt 
makers can find quilting 
and sewing notions. 

“Quilt King will con¬ 
tinue on as a wholesale 
business. We’re basically 


getting out of the retail,” 
he said, adding that the 
wholesale business will 
operate from the building 
on Hustonville Street next 
to Lights of Liberty The¬ 
ater. 

King said that the closing 
sale begins today, Wednes¬ 
day, Feb. 19 and will run 
about two months. 

“We have a store full of 
inventory. The sale could

Observations about work and wages 


Please allow a person who 
has lived a long life to make a 
couple of observations. 

At a veiy early age I helped 
my two older brothers on a pa¬ 
per route and later I took over 
the route to earn my own spend¬ 
ing money During two sum¬ 
mers of high school I worked at 
a grocery store where I first had 
income tax and FICA deducted 
from my wages. At that time 
my pay was equivalent to two 
gallons of gasoline plus a little 
bit more. 

Fast forward 20 plus years 
to when my children entered 
the job market. Their pay was 
equivalent to two gallons of 
gasoline plus a little bit more. A 
young person entering the job 
market now at a mandated min¬ 
imum wage is paid the equiva¬ 
lent of two gallons of gasoline 
plus a little bit more. As I see it, 
all of this has just led to more 
government control and an in¬ 
crease of government revenue 
via taxes — which they use to 
buy votes. 

On to my second point. It ap¬ 
pears that someone on the staff 
of the newspaper, along with 
some others, was asleep during 
Econ 101. Where does it ever 
state, except by government 
mandate, that an employer 
must pay an employee a certain 
wage? If a person has an idea 
for a business, be it a product, 
good, service, etc. and risks his 
or her own capital, time and 
effort to pursue that idea, that 
person deserves the rewards or 
losses of that investment. (That 
is capitalism in a nutshell.) 

This premise holds true for 


Little Susie trying to sell lemon¬ 
ade from the front yard all the 
way up to the major manufac¬ 
turer that employs thousands. 
The person(s) who invest in 
these operations do so to make 
a profit by providing the good 
or service. If the business is 
successful they will have to hire 
others to maximize profits. 

Each person hired must bring 
more money to the operation 
than it costs to employ them. 
The wages paid are not the to¬ 
tal cost to the employer. FICA, 
unemployment insurance and 
other services must be consid¬ 
ered. The employee should be 
paid in accordance to his or her 
worth to the company. 

It is incumbent on the em¬ 
ployee to develop skills or abili¬ 
ties that make themselves more 
valuable to the employer which 
will result in a promotion and/or 
pay raise. If the promotion and/ 
or raise does not happen, then 
the employee is free to take that 
skill to another employer who 
will pay them “what they are 
worth.” 

The bottom line is that the 
employer must be able to make 
a profit or they will go bank¬ 
rupt, scale back their operation, 
or raise the price of their prod¬ 
uct which will probably reduce 
sales, resulting in loss of jobs. 
I assure you, a person is better 
off being employed at $8 or 
$10 per hour with a chance of 
a raise than to be unemployed 
at $12 or $15 an hour with no 
income, much less a chance of 
a promotion.

Grandpappy Spears said 
that the way to get a restful 
night’s sleep is to drink a 
glass of Horlick’s, a malt¬

Aydyn, the second baby, 
also stopped breathing. 

However, it would be 
hours before the twins 
made it on a helicopter and 
therefore it fell to emer¬ 
gency responders and the 
hospital staff to keep the 
two infants alive. 

Casey County 
Hospital 

The ambulance arrived 
at the Casey County Hos¬ 
pital at 1:25 p.m. and the 
entire hospital staff mo¬ 
bilized to take care of the 
boys. 

“We had no idea that 
there were two babies un¬ 
til they opened the doors 
and carried them in,” said 
Elizabeth Rudder, a regis¬ 
tered nurse who works the 
emergency room. “We’ve 
had critical newborns, but 
I don’t think we’ve had 
two at the same time.” 

Rudder has worked at 
the hospital for 10 years as 
an emergency room nurse, 
but has a total of 26 years 
experience. With double 
the patients, the medical 
staff quickly assessed the 
situation and began stabi¬ 
lizing the babies. 

Upon arrival at the hos¬ 
pital, Braydyn had stabi¬ 
lized, but Aydyn had taken 
a turn for the worse and 
was still having difficul¬ 
ties, with the staff per¬ 
forming CPR on him sev¬ 
eral times. 

Along with Rudder, reg¬ 
istered nurse Karen Wil¬ 
liams, emergency room 
clerk Lori Taylor, and Dr. 
Ana Rinaldini were work¬ 
ing in the emergency room 
that day. 

However, the response to 
the emergency was a total 
group effort that included 
all the hospital staff. 

“The response we got 
was from the entire hos¬ 
pital,” Rudder said. “We 
had nurses from the floor, 
we had people from the 
lab, x-ray, house keeping, 
pharmacy - the entire hos¬ 
pital.” 

Rudder said the house¬ 
keeping staff was extreme¬ 
ly helpful, especially when 
it came to having adequate 
warm blankets. 

“They were taking tow¬ 
els and putting them in the 
dryer, running back and 
forth,” Rudder said. “They 
were keeping the babies 
warm because it takes 20- 
30 minutes to get anything 
warm in the blanket warm¬ 
er. There’s no way just the 
emergency room could 
have done it. There’s no 
way,” Rudder said. 

Not long after the But¬ 
lers’ arrival, one of heli¬ 
copters - Air Evac from 
Danville - landed at the 
hospital, providing more 
staff to help stabilize the 
babies. 

RSV 

Rudder said she was not 
surprised at how quickly 
the twins health declined 
from the night before. 

“RSV is like a bad cold, 
but for infants, especially 
preemies, it can be dead¬ 
ly,” Rudder said. “With 
RSV the babies can quick¬ 


ly deteriorate. Overnight 
with the weather we were 
having and other external 
factors, those things could 
have led to the babies go¬ 
ing down that quickly.” 

The Butler twins showed 
classic symptoms of the 
virus, including wheez¬ 
ing, coughing, breathing 
difficulties, and blue lips. 
Sometimes described as a 
bad cold, the virus is con¬ 
tagious and both Butler 
babies would have had the 
virus, Rudder said. 

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
estimates that 75,000 to 
125,000 children under the 
age of 1 are hospitalized 
for the RSV infection. 

Having to work on in¬ 
fants is hard enough, but 
due to the small size of the 
babies, it was determined 
that in order to get IV ac¬ 
cess it would have to be 
done intraosseous, said 
Rudder. 

As director of nursing, 
Sue Antle has worked for 
the hospital for 12 years 
and been in the medical 
profession since 1994. An¬ 
tle knows all too well the 
seriousness of these pro¬ 
cedures, but is confident in 
her staff and the hospitals 
resources. 

“We have the equip¬ 
ment, but always hope 
and pray we’ll never have 
to do it,” Antle said. “We 
stick the needle straight 
to the bone for IV access, 
and that’s what we had to 
do to the twins.” 

Antle said that without 
the procedure, the twins 
would have died. 

Hospital staff had to 
intubate, or insert a tube 
into baby Aydyn’s trachea, 
or windpipe, to help his 
breathing. He was the first 
to be flown by Air Evac to 
Kosair’s Children Hospital 
in Louisville at 3:13 p.m. 

Braydyn was flown out 
at 4:30 p.m. by Air Meth¬ 
ods, which came from 
Elizabethtown and he 
was also taken to Kosair’s 
Children Hospital. 

Frantic 

“Things are not the same 
with me anymore because 
I just picture them - the 
way they were and seeing 
the doctors try to bring my 
babies back to life,” Butler 
said. 

Reflecting on that day, 
Butler remembers feeling 


frantic because she didn’t 
know what was going on 
with her children. 

While at Casey County 
Hospital, neither parent 
was present in the emer¬ 
gency room with the chil¬ 
dren, but instead were in 
the waiting room. 

Butler said her husband, 
Dustin, isn’t the type to 
show his emotions, but in¬ 
stead focused on trying to 
keep her calm. 

“I was scared to death 
and I didn’t know what 
was going on,” she said. 

That feeling only inten¬ 
sified when the children 
were flown to Louisville 
without their parents, who 
had to make the drive. The 
Butlers’ arrived about an 
hour after their babies, but 
in the end, the boys would 
spend two weeks in the 
hospital, with the majority 
of that time on a ventilator 
or oscillator. 

Today their days are 
marked with running be¬ 
tween doctors, but Butler 
said they are much better. 

“They still have a little 
congestion, a little wheez¬ 
ing and stuff, but that’s 
to be expected. They’re 
doing much better,” But¬ 
ler said. “They’ve had a 
bumpy road, but they have 
been fighters throughout it 
all.” 

Thank you 

The Butlers realized that 
they were lucky that Ay¬ 
dyn and Braydyn survived 
their ordeal and have a lot 
of people to thank for that, 
including the staff at the 
Casey County Hospital. 

From the very begin¬ 
ning, the Butlers said they 
were fortunate to have 
family members that knew 
how to perform CPR. 

“It scares me because 
other people might not 
be as lucky as we were 
to have somebody there,” 
Butler said. “I would ad¬ 
vise everyone, but espe¬ 
cially mothers to at least 
know CPR. One moment 
your baby can be fine 
and then in trouble. Other 
than congestion my babies 
were fine and then Christ¬ 
mas night their lips started 
changing colors.” 

Patten, along with But¬ 
ler’s mother performed 
CPR on the twins and even 
though they’re trained for 
such situations they agreed 
that it’s different when it’s 


a family member. 

“I am so glad I got there 
when I did,” Patten said. 
“I never thought I would 
have to do CPR on my 
two cousins.” 

Patten recalls Butler’s 
mother saying that she 
had never had to do any¬ 
thing harder in her life 
than doing CPR on her 
grandson. 

Patten said his father, 
also a member of the fire 
department, and Casey 
County Sheriff’s Deputy 
Chad Weddle were the 
first to respond. 

“I hope I never have to 
go through this experi¬ 
ence again, but everybody 
in the county worked to¬ 
gether,” Butler said. 

Patten said the list of 
people to thank is a long 
one and includes Casey 


County EMS, Clements- 
ville Fire Department, 
Casey County Dispatch, 
Air Evac, and Air Meth¬ 
ods. 

The Casey County Sher¬ 
iff’s Office and Liberty 
Police Department closed 
streets and escorted the 
ambulance to the hospital. 

Patten took the thank 
you a step further and dis¬ 
tributed a thank you note 
and a picture of the boys 
to several of the emergen¬ 
cy services, including the 
Casey County Hospital 
emergency room. 

“We never hear anything 
good,” Rudder said. “That 
picture, and more impor¬ 
tantly the note, means so 
much.” 

The note and picture 
still hangs on the door in 
the emergency room and 


serves as a reminder. 

“Those are the days 
that make your job worth 
coming in,” Rudder said. 
“We’re here to help people 
and those are the days that 
make it all worth while.” 

Antle couldn’t stress 
enough how proud she 
was of the entire hospital 
staff. 

“I am proud of all of 
them, each and every one 
of them. There is no ‘I’ in 
team,” Antle said. “The 
family really helped the 
staffs morale. If families 
don’t tell us what happens, 
we would never know and 
they all worried about 
those babies.” 

Both Aydyn and Bray¬ 
dyn are now home and 
recovering with their fam¬ 
ily.

the age of 55 and are look¬ 
ing for employment, you 
are not alone. The Bureau 
of Labor Statistics report¬ 
ed that the unemployment 
rate for older workers 
was 5.3 percent in August 
2013. While this figure is 
down from its high of 7.2 
percent in December 2009, 
it is still nearly twice as 
high as when the reces¬ 
sion began in 2007. While 
long-term unemployment 
rose substantially across 
demographics, it occurred 
at a greater rate for older 
workers compared to 
younger workers. Nearly 
50 percent of unemployed 
older workers have been 
actively seeking employ¬ 
ment for more than six 
months. 

The 2012 report by the 
Government Account¬ 
ability Office found that 
older workers face several 
challenges to obtaining or 
regaining employment in¬ 
cluding high salary expec¬ 
tations, expensive health 
benefits, out-of-date skills 
and visible frustration dur¬ 
ing job interviews.

Woman found dead in jail cell 

A woman who admitted plotting to kill 
her parents and brother in one of Adair 
County’s most notorious murders was 
found dead in her jail cell Leb. 12 about 7 
a.m., according to the Lexington Herald- 
Leader. 

The death of Meg Wellnitz Appleton is 
being investigated as a suicide, said Lisa 
Lamb, spokeswoman for the Kentucky 
Department of Corrections. 

Appleton was being held at the state’s 
prison for female offenders at Pewee Val¬ 
ley. 

The Department of Corrections did 
not release details about the method of 
her death. State police are investigating. 
Appleton pleaded guilty in 2005 in the 
murders of her adoptive parents, Joseph 
and Beth Wellnitz, and her brother Den¬ 
nis Wellnitz. 

Joseph Wellnitz, 50, was a well-known 
veterinarian; his wife, 40, helped in the 
clinic. Dennis Wellnitz, 20, was attending 
college. 

An accomplice, William Harry Meece, 
was convicted of sneaking into the Well- 
nitz’s home outside Columbia and shoot¬ 
ing all three victims more than once, re¬ 
loading to finish off Dennis Wellnitz. 

The murders happened in Feb- 
ruary 1993. State police doggedly 
pursued the case for a decade, fi¬ 
nally getting a break when Meece’s 
ex-wife agreed to provide information. 
Money was the motive in the crime 

Appleton got $300,000 in insurance af¬ 
ter her parents were killed, and Meece ex¬ 
pected to get a share, the prosecutor said. 

Meece had worked as a cab driver and 
landscaper in Lexington and had attended 
the University of Kentucky, where he and 
Appleton met. 

Appleton was serving a sentence 
of at least 25 years without parole. 
Meece claimed he had nothing to do 
with the killings. A jury convicted 
him in less than two hours, however, 
and the judge sent him to Death Row. 
He continues to fight the conviction and 
sentence. 

Contractor will help remove 
Corvettes from sinkhole 

Bowling Green contractor Scott, Mur¬ 
phy and Daniel has been retained as the 
construction engineer to help the Nation¬ 
al Corvette Museum recover and rebuild 
after a sinkhole in the SkyDome on Leb. 
12 resulted in eight cars falling into the 
hole, according to the Bowling Green 
Daily News. 

Museum Executive Director Wendell 
Strode said the firm will help devise a 
plan to recover the cars. 

“Safety will be paramount, but we will 
also want to save the cars as fast as we 
can,” Strode said. 

Of the eight cars, Strode said the black 
1962 Corvette - the oldest one in the hole 
- may be the easiest one to reach and ex¬ 
tract. 

Strode said he was told by some¬ 
one at the scene that the fallen cars 
an estimated value of $1 million. 


No firm timetables have been set for re¬ 
pairing the SkyDome or recovering the 
vehicles, but Scott, Murphy and Dan¬ 
iel CEO Mike Murphy said he knew it 
would be important to operate quickly 
and safely. 

“We want to get a team of professionals 
assembled and go through everything,” 
Murphy said. “Reconstructing (the Sky¬ 
Dome) and getting it back in its final con¬ 
dition will be our ultimate goal.” 

Lor his part, Strode expressed con¬ 
fidence that the contracting firm could 
complete its work by the end of August, in 
time for the 20th anniversary celebration 
of the museum and the projected opening 
of the NCM Motorsports Park. 

Jason Polk, professor of geography and 
geology at Western Kentucky University, 
said that he believes the collapsed sink¬ 
hole to be an isolated event. 

“We haven’t seen any activity or move¬ 
ment since this morning,” Polk said. “It 
seems the majority of the collapse has 
taken place.” 

Driver in Kroger crash indicted 
on attempted murder charge 

According to The News-Enterprise , the 
woman accused of crashing her car into 
an Elizabethtown Kroger store has been 
indicted on nine charges, including at¬ 
tempted murder. 

June A. Blocker, 52, was indicted by 
a grand jury in Hardin Circuit Court on 
two counts of criminal attempt to com¬ 
mit murder, two counts of second-degree 
assault, three counts of first-degree wan¬ 
ton endangerment, and one count each of 
first-degree criminal mischief and operat¬ 
ing a motor vehicle under the influence of 
intoxicants. 

Blocker drove her car through the front 
doors of Kroger on Dolphin Drive on Leb. 
5, injuring two people inside, according 
to Elizabethtown Police Department. 

The attempted murder charge is an up¬ 
grade of the charges lodged against her 
when she was arrested. 

The Class B felonies, which are pun¬ 
ishable by 10 to 20 years in prison, charge 
that a person has committed the offense 
when he or she “intentionally or under 
circumstances manifesting extreme indif¬ 
ference to human life wantonly attempted 
to cause the death” of someone, accord¬ 
ing to the indictment. 

The assault charges were downgraded 
to second degree, Class C felonies, from 
the first-degree Class B felonies charged 
at the time of arrest. 

Class C felonies are punishable by five 
to 10 years in prison. 

Assistant Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Chris McCrary said a serious physical 
injury is required to justify a first-degree 
assault charge, and the grand jury decided 
the injuries sustained by the two victims 
in the incident didn’t meet that standard. 

Blocker was involved in a similar in¬ 
cident 15 years ago when she drove a car 
through Kroger on Towne Drive. At that 
time, she was charged with four counts 
of first-degree wanton endangerment and 
one count of first-degree criminal mis¬ 
chief.

Casey County will host 
both the boys’ and girls’ 
47th District basketball 
tournaments beginning 
Tuesday, Feb. 25. Casey 
last hosted the tournament 
in 2010. 

The Lady Rebels will 
shoot for their third 
straight district champion¬ 
ship while the Rebels hope 
to make a return to the 
regional tournament as ei¬ 
ther the district champions 
or as runners-up. 

Girls 

The girls’ tournament 
will take place first, with 
the opening round begin¬ 
ning on Tuesday and the 
championship game played 
on Feb. 28 at 7 p.m. 

The Lady Rebels will 
play Rockcastle County 
in their opening game on 
Tuesday at 6:30 p.m. They 
defeated the Lady Rockets 
55-50 on Jan. 3 and 58-38 
on Jan. 23. 

“The second game we 
played Rockcastle at home 


and I felt like we drove the 
game,” said Coach Randy 
Salyers. “I like our chanc¬ 
es against Rockcastle and 
we probably got the best 
draw we could have out of 
the district.” 

Despite picking up one 
district loss, Casey earned 
the number one seed for 
the tournament, with that 
loss coming at the hands 
of Somerset on Dec. 17, 
67-64. They then turned 
around to take down the 
Briar Jumpers on Jan. 10, 
62-50. 

Somerset and Pulaski 
County will also play on 
Tuesday, after Casey, be¬ 
ginning at 8 p.m. 

“The tough schedule we 
played the last few weeks, 
even though we lost some 
games, I feel we are a 
much better team than we 
were two weeks ago,” Sa¬ 
lyers said, sounding hope¬ 
ful for his team’s potential 
in this year’s tournament. 

The Lady Rebels have 
taken home the 47th Dis¬ 
trict title the past two 
years. When CCHS hosted 
the tournament in 2010 


they were runner-up to 
Rockcastle County. 

Casey has qualified for 


the 12th Region tourna¬ 
ment for the past 11 years 
as either a district cham¬ 


pion or as runner-up. 

It was in 2002, in the 
45th District, when Casey 
fell 52-60 to Lincoln 
County in their opening 
game that the Lady Rebels 
last did not compete in the 
regional tournament. 

Boys 

The boys’ tournament 
will begin Thursday, Feb. 
27 with the championship 
game taking place Satur¬ 
day, Mar. 1 at 7:30 p.m. 

After getting off to a 
rough start in district play, 
Casey finished 4-2 in the 
district, defeating Rock¬ 
castle County and Pulaski 
County, giving the Ma¬ 
roons their only district 
loss. 

Casey’s strong finish in 
regular season play earned 
them the third place seed 
for the tournament. They 
will face Somerset in the 
opening round on Thurs¬ 
day, Feb. 27. 

The Rebels first played 
the Briar Jumpers on Dec. 
17 and fell 68-54. Their 
second meeting was on 
Jan. 10 and Somerset won 


by an even larger margin, 
76-58. 

Casey finished its dis¬ 
trict play defeating the 
Rockets 67-63 and then the 
Maroons 75-67, making 
Somerset the only district 
foe the Rebels have yet to 
prevail over this season. 

“It makes me feel better 
because that’s the team we 
haven’t beat and the boys 
know there is no pressure 
on us,” said Coach Maze 
Stallworth. “The boys are 
going to come out and 
play hard and play free. 
But honestly, we do have 
a chip on our shoulders so 
that has a lot ot play into 
it.” 

Pulaski (14-11, 6-1), the 
number one seed, will face 
Rockcastle (11-16, 2-5) 
prior to the Rebel game on 
Feb. 27. 

In the school’s last time 
hosting the tournament, the 
Rebels fell in their opening 
game against Rockcastle, 
62-59. Casey’s last region¬ 
al appearance was in 2012 
when they earned the 47th 
District runner-up title, be¬ 
hind Pulaski.

Casey 
was leading by 17 when 
the half came to an end, 
47-30.

their lead for the first 
four-and-a-half minutes of 
the second half and even 
stretched it to 19 at one

The fourth quarter was 
an evenly matched game 
on the scoreboard, with 
Casey managing one more 
point than Green. A two- 
point difference at 3:42 
left to play is as close as

Coming off a timeout 
with Casey up 72-68 with 
just under two minutes to 
play, Davis nailed a three- 
pointer. 

From there Green at¬ 
tempted to foul to regain 
possession of the ball and 
make a comeback, but the 
Rebels would have none 
of it and went on to win by 
nine, 80-70.

Good memories of a great coach's career 


In his second to last reg¬ 
ular season home game last 
Saturday, parents, players, 
alums, fans and friends 
celebrated the career of 
19-year Lady Rebel Coach 
Randy Salyers. 

For those who missed it, 
I encourage you to be there 
this Friday in his final reg¬ 
ular season home game. 

It just so works out that 
Coach Salyers gets a cou¬ 
ple extra (hopefully two!) 
games in the Rebel gym¬ 
nasium since CCHS is the 
host of this year’s district 
tournament. 

For me, Coach Salyers 
has been everything from 
a coach to a middle school 
P.E. teacher to a friend, 
and, like many, I have 
never really known Lady 
Rebel basketball without 
him. 

My relationship with 
Coach Salyers began 
around 1998. As a sixth 
grader, many of my peers 
and I stepped up to the play 
with the middle school bas¬ 
ketball team. While Coach 
was already working at the 
high school level, it was 
obvious he had great inter¬ 
est in the up and coming 
Lady Rebs and developing 
them. 

(I also ran track for the 
first time that year and, 
for those who don’t know, 
he was the track coach in 
those days and oversaw 
numerous state contend¬ 
ers and even state champi¬ 
ons.) 

I was too young to think 
a lot about the fact Coach 
Salyers was showing such 
interest in the youth of 
the Casey County girls’ 
basketball program, but 
looking back, it’s obvious 
he was already in it for 
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the long haul. The sum¬ 
mer after sixth grade he 
was already encouraging 
us to attend his open gym 
practices and working with 
the middle school coaches, 
including Coach Darrell 
Barlow. He was the eighth 
grade coach at the time and 
now sits proudly alongside 
Coach Salyers on the high 
school level and has for a 
number of years. 

1998 would have only 
been two years into Coach 
Salyers’ career with the 
Lady Rebs, but that de¬ 
tail was unbeknownst to a 
youngster like me. By the 
time I was in eighth grade, 
several of my classmates 
were dressing on his var¬ 
sity squad that won the 
12th Region tournament 
and competed in the KH- 
SAA Sweet Sixteen. I had 
no idea I was riding in on 
the building of something 
historical for Casey Coun¬ 
ty sports. I’m not talking 
about the program’s first 
trip to the state tourna¬ 
ment, but Coach Salyers’ 
career that would see so 
many accomplishments 
and make Casey County 
a regular top contender in 
the 12th Region. 

I did not finish my high 
school career as a basket¬ 
ball player for Coach. I 
gave it up my junior year 
to focus my efforts on run¬ 
ning, but having dedicated 
so many years—summers 
included—to the basketball 
life, I could not so eas¬ 


ily walk away. You see, 
Coach Salyers has a way 
of creating a family out 
of his basketball team and 
leaving that was impos¬ 
sible for me, so I stayed 
on as a manager for the 
next two years and happily 
saw my classmates capture 
back-to-back district titles 
in 2003 and 2004. 

It’s a rare exception 
that a parent is completely 
OK with someone besides 
themselves yelling at their 
daughter and it’s a rare ex¬ 
ception that a young lady 
can handle a grown man 
yelling at her, but, again, 
Coach Salyers has a way of 
making his team a family. 
In a family you genuinely 
care about each other and 
have a special understand¬ 
ings and every player under 
Coach Salyers understood 
how much he wanted to 
see us thrive on the court. 


We’ve all seen Coach Sa¬ 
lyers yell at his players 
pretty intensely during 
games (that or we’ve ex¬ 
perienced it first hand AS 
one of those players!) But 
Coach also always has his 
players’ backs. He is the 
kind of coach that made 
you want to work your tail 
off for him, and when you 
did that, he would go to 
battle for you. If you were 
at last Saturday’s Mercer 
County game, you saw that 
first hand. 

Aside from being my 
coach, in both track and 
basketball, Coach Salyers 
has been a dear friend in 
my years since graduation, 
and like many I will sorely 
miss his presence in the 
county when he is gone, 
but could not be happier 
for him during this change 
in his life.

Two big 12th Region 
games saw close losses for 
the Lady Rebels last week, 
bringing their overall record 
to 17-5 and their regional 
record to 7-4. Casey fell to 
Boyle by five on Feb. 11 and 
then came up seven points 
short on Saturday against 
Mercer County. 

Vs. Boyle County 

The Lady Rebels let an 
early lead slip away when 
they hosted the Boyle Coun¬ 
ty Lady Rebels (17-6, 4-4). 
Casey lost, 49-44. 

“It was, again, a back and 
forth game down with about 
a minute to go in the game,” 
said Coach Randy Salyers. 

Casey had a four-point 
advantage at the end of the 
first frame, 13-9, and held 
on to the lead before the half 
closed, but Boyle managed 
to close the gap and trailed 
by only one, 24-23. 

Although the Casey Lady 
Rebs never allowed their op¬ 
ponent to run away with the 
game, Boyle methodically 
gained enough of a lead 
that Casey could not tip the 
scales back in their favor. 

“The difference in them 
and us was we had some 
turnovers out front that led 
to Boyle lay-ups,” said Sa¬ 
lyers. “Other than that we 
played a good game that 
game.” 

After going up 38-36 in 
the third quarter, Boyle went 
on to win 49-44, with 24 of 
their points coming from 
Devin Conley. 

Freshman center Brooke 
Snow led Casey with 15 


points while also pulling 
down six rebounds.

Vs. Mercer County 

It was an intense and 
foul-filled matchup at Rebel 
arena on Saturday when the 
Mercer County Lady Titans 
(22-5, 6-0) make a second 
half come back to win, 70- 
63. 

The two teams totaled for 
54 fouls, including one tech¬ 
nical, and three Lady Rebels 
fouled out. 

Casey started the game 
with a 6-0 lead and while 
letting the Lady Titans tie 
it up five times in the first 
half, they never sacrificed 
the lead. Casey had a five- 
point advantage at the half, 
34-29. 

“We had a couple of un¬ 
forced turnovers late in the 
half,” Salyers said. “We did 
a good job getting to the free 
throw line, that was the big 
thing.” 

Casey went 11-15 from 
the free-throw line in the 
first half. 

The game was far from 
over as the second half pro¬ 
duced a lot of action on the 
court and from the bench. 

Mercer took their first 
lead in the opening minutes, 
going up 36-34 with 6:20 on 
the clock. A minute later, the 
lead stretched to four, 38- 
34. 

At 4:5 5 Cochran hit a three 
which the officials waved 
off, ruling a steps turnover 
on the Lady Rebel. 

The call, made on the far 
side of Casey’s bench, led to 


a technical foul on Salyers. 
He and Mercer Coach Chris 
Souder had both received 
warnings from officials prior 
to this point. 

“(Mercer) came out and 
got more aggressive on the 
defensive end and we had a 
couple of turnovers to start 
the second half and let them 
back in it,” Salyers said. 
“After I got the technical, 
we had a pretty good run 
and took the lead.” 

A bucket by Beard and a 
three-point play from junior 
Lakken Miller followed by 
a trey from Cochran,Casey 
led 42-40, 3:40 left in the 
third quarter. 

A minute later Salyers 
would have his second dis¬ 
agreement with the officials. 

Breaking the Mercer 
County press, Beard took 
the ball to the basket for a 
missed lay-up that had one 
referee immediately call a 
blocking foul against a Lady 
Titan, while another offi¬ 
cial near the basket called a 
charging foul against Beard. 

The discrepancy between 
officials caused confusion 
among the coaches, players 
and crowd. Amidst the con¬ 
fusion, the players involved 
were also misidentified. 

After a solid break in 


action, a foul was called 
against both Casey and Mer¬ 
cer County; however, it was 
Miller, who had been on the 
Lady Titan side of the court 
during Beard’s lay-up, who 
received the foul. She was 
also sent to the free-throw 
line to shoot the shots for 
Casey instead of Beard. 

“ft would have been one 
thing if they’d confused Lak¬ 
ken and Tiara,” said Coach 
Stacy Vanhoosier, noting 
their similar height and hair 
color and both sporting jer¬ 
seys with the number three. 
“I tried to tell them.” 

“In a way that’s my fault 
because I didn’t understand 
that they had put that foul on 
Lakken,” said Salyers. 

Miller hit the two free 
throws for the Lady Reb¬ 
els, giving them a 45-41 
lead. She also picked up her 
fourth foul before the period 
ended. 

Mercer took a brief lead at 
the 1:49 mark by hitting two 
free-throws, but Snow hit an 
inside shot, and senior Ma- 
riah Richardson followed it 
with two free throws which 
gave Casey a 50-47 lead go¬ 
ing into the final frame. 

Things did not begin 
well for Casey in the fourth 
quarter. Beard picked up her 


fourth and fifth fouls, which 
gave Mercer four foul shots. 
Hitting three put the Lady 
Titans up 52-50. 

The three points from foul 
shots was just the beginning 
for Mercer. They went on to 
score 12 more points from 
free throws in the final pe¬ 
riod. 

Miller picked up her fifth 
foul before two minutes had 
elapsed in the quarter and 
Casey would lead only once 
more when freshman Kyra 
Eads broke Mercer’s press 
and made the assist to Rich¬ 
ardson to bring the score to 
54-53. 

Nearly four minutes later 
Richardson would be the 
third Lady Rebel to foul out 
of the ball game, with Casey 
trailing 60-57. 

Mercer’s final 10 points 
came from the free throw 
line and Casey’s final six 
came from the field, result¬ 
ing in a 70-63 defeat. 

“We were selective about 
shooting,” said Salyers. 
“They hit some shots. They 
did a good job as far as 
spreading us out and taking 
us off the dribble and getting 
to the free throw line. If you 
look at it that was the differ¬ 
ence in the game, the free 
throw line.” 


The Lady Rebels finished 
with 31 fouls and shot 31 
free throws, making 20. 

The Lady Titans had 23 
fouls and scored 32 points 
from the foul line, shooting 
50 total. Casey shot 65 per¬ 
cent while Mercer was 64 
percent from the line. 

“We missed a few free 
throws. We missed two in a 
row at about three minutes 
or so remaining and that’s 
just part of the game. They 
missed some too that let us 
hang in it,” Salyers said. 

Terry led Casey with 17 
points and seven rebounds, 
followed by Miller who had 
13 points and four rebounds. 
Snow and Beard each had 
six rebounds while Cochran 
had three assists. 

The Lady Rebs close out 
their regular season this 
week with two road games, 
Whitley County and Burgin, 
and a final double header 
home game with the boys. 
The event, also senior night, 
will see Casey face the Lin¬ 
coln Count Lady Patriots 
(16-11,5-2). 

The teams’ last match-up 
was the 2013 regional tour¬ 
nament finals when Casey 
lost by two in overtime. Tip 
off is at 7:30 p.m.

More cuts needed 

Manager of District Wide 
Services Deena Randolph 
said she is happy that the 
board is making the neces¬ 
sary cuts for the budget. 

“The cuts total $204,187,” 
Randolph said. “We still have 
work to do, but it’s a step in 
the right direction.” 

Randolph said that she is 
keeping a close eye on the 
General Assembly in Frank¬ 
fort as they try to finalize a 
budget for the state by April 
15. 

“We’re hoping for an in¬ 
crease in SEEK (Support Ed¬ 
ucation Excellence in Ken¬ 
tucky) program funds, and 
hopefully we won’t need to 
make so many budget cuts,” 
Randolph said. 

The district needs to make 
$1.35 million in budget cuts 
and has until May when the 
tentative budget needs to be 
completed. 


H Continued from front 
sors - I think we’ve got ex¬ 
cess in different places.” 

Other cuts 

The board also approved 
measures to shave the bud¬ 
get through various other 
means, including cutting five 
extended days from the el¬ 
ementary and middle school 
curriculum coaches, which 
was already included in the 
January draft budget, saving 
$5,743; cut 10 extended days 
from the high school curricu¬ 
lum coach, already included 
in the draft budget saving 
$625 from the general fund; 
cut 15 extended days from 
the elementary and middle 
school guidance counselors, 
a savings of $ 16,172; and cut 
five extended days from ele¬ 
mentary media specialist and 
10 days from the high school 
media specialist, providing 
savings of $10,943 from the 


general fund. 

The remaining cuts ap¬ 
proved were to disconnect 
phone lines and electricity 
from the youth service center 
mobile unit located behind 
the vocational school. 

The building will be used 
for storage and will save 
$ 1,680 from the general fund. 
Another $50,000 will be 
saved due to the adjustment 
of funds allocated for dis¬ 
trict technology and $19,839 
saved when the board elimi¬ 
nates the budgeted amount 
for LEP (Limited English 
Proficiency) instruction from 
the general fund. 

However, the board also 
approved to increase ex¬ 
tended days for elementary 
assistant principal position 
from 20 to 25 days, which is 
an additional cost of $1,194 
from the general fund. 

These cuts would not take 
effect until June 30.

the same time.” 

Even though the training 
was a computer simulated 
model, Wesley said it was 
beneficial. 

6 ‘The main thing we learned 
is that on a pipeline explosion 
like that, our firefighters are 
trained to respond and fight 
fires that are caused by the 
explosion, and not to try and 
fight the fire on the pipeline,” 
he said. 

Also, firefighters will as¬ 
sist in shutting down the 
roadways and evacuating 
people in the area, if neces¬ 
sary, Wesley said. Still, it all 
comes down to reacting to the 
incident once it happens, said 
Adair County Judge-Execu¬ 
tive Ann Melton, who was at 
the scene. 

“You can do drills and think 
you’re prepared and we were. 
There was total control once 
you got there,” Melton said, 
giving credit to Adair Emer¬ 
gency Management Director 
Greg Thomas and firefighters 
who responded. 

“They had people set up 
roadblocks and they secured 
the scene,” she said. 

Thomas said that prior di¬ 
saster training brought order 
and cooperation out of what 
could have been total chaos. 

“An incident of this mag¬ 
nitude stretched eveiybody’s 
limits, with all three Adair 
County fire departments 
called out and departments 
from other counties,” he said. 

However, Thomas said that 
he was pleased with the way 
all first responders worked to¬ 
gether to know their roles and 
to get the job done. 

“It went well because we 
did try and prepare for some¬ 
thing like this,” he said.

Just a week removed from 
the natural gas pipeline ex¬ 
plosion early Thursday morn¬ 
ing across the Casey-Adair 
County line in Knifley, first re¬ 
sponders on the scene still are 
amazed at what they saw. 

Clementsville Fire Depart¬ 
ment Chief Joe Atwood said 
that he was notified shortly 
after 2 a.m. that an explosion 
had occurred on Dry Creek, 
in Casey County. Atwood, 
who lives just below Bell Hill 
on west Ky. 70 near Clemen- 
stville, knew something hor¬ 
rific had happened when he 
stepped outside his home. 

“I could see flames above 
the trees,” he said. 

Determining that the fire 
was not in Casey County, 
Atwood said that firefighters 
from his department respond¬ 
ed. 

“We had our engine and 
tanker go and we were second 
on the scene, after Knifley’s 
fire department,” Atwood 
said. 

But with the intense heat 
from the fire and with a rup¬ 
tured underground natural gas 
pipeline burning, there was 
little firefighters could do. 

“When we got there, there 
were two houses frilly en¬ 
gulfed and you still had that 
gasline that was burning, 
shooting a flame 30-40 feet in 
the air,” he said. “We started to 
try to put those house fires out 
but there was a propane tank 
near one of the houses and we 
kept it cooled to keep it from 
exploding.” 

In addition to the two hous¬ 
es which were destroyed, four 
cars and a bam were also com¬ 
plete losses. 


Two residents from those 
houses were injured and had 
to be hospitalized. 

Emergency person¬ 

nel on the scene were also 
concerned about a second 
underground gas pipeline 
that needed to be shut off. 
“There was a second line be¬ 
side the one blown out and 
(Kentucky State Fire Marshal) 
Todd Price had them shut it 
down because it was still op¬ 
erating at frill capacity, running 
at 1,200 pounds of pressure,” 
Atwood said. 

As Columbia Gas personnel 
worked to shut down the burn¬ 
ing pipeline, other firefighters 
from Dunnville and Bmsh 
Creek Creek fire departments 
in Casey County arrived on 
the scene. 

Atwood said that firefight¬ 
ers then reverted to their train¬ 
ing, securing the scene and 
keeping others away from 
dangerous areas. 


Training 

Casey County Emergency 
Management Director Rick 
Wesley said that firefighters 
from Clementsville as well 
as from other departments at¬ 
tended a disaster-preparedness 
training sponsored by Colum¬ 
bia Gulf last fall at the gas 
transmission station on Jackie 
Hollow Road. 

“It’s ironic that we all took 
this training last fall and here 
we have gone through exactly 
what they trained us for,” Wes¬ 
ley said. 

“They threw in a miss¬ 
ing aircraft and a tornado 
was there thrown in with the 
pipeline explosion,” he said. 
“There was mass confusion 
on where it was, what it was, 
and with eveiybody talking at

count of the city, which 
failed for lack of a second. 

Sweeney's response 

Sweeney took issue with 
Lawhorn’s statement. 

“We’re glad to disclose 
to you any and every thing 
and to the public and we 
do this every year when 
we publish our audit. I 
don’t think we’ve ever had 
a finding since I’ve been 
here 16 years of anything 
that was a misappropria¬ 
tion of funds or any type 
of malfeasance,” Sweeney 
said. 

This same issue arose in 
January 2011 when coun¬ 
cil members confronted 
Sweeney with the lack of 
a monthly financial report. 
Lawhorn wasn’t on the 
council then. 

What came from that 
confrontation was a pledge 
from Sweeney to have a 
check register of city ex¬ 
penditures at every regular 
council meeting, a promise 
which Sweeney said has 
by and large been kept. 

“I know that we’ve had 
the check registers at least 
at 95 percent of the meet¬ 


ings since then,” Sweeney 
said. 

Moreover, Sweeney said 
that the city will now offer 
a more complete picture of 
the city’s finances. 

“As far as a complete fi¬ 
nancial report for the city 
at every meeting, we’ll do 
the best we can at every 
meeting,” he said. 

And in a text message 
to council members and to 
The Casey County News 
the next day, Sweeney 
went even further. 

“Due to concerns that 
we (apparently the mayor 
and city council) are con¬ 
cealing how taxpayers’ 
money is spent as well as 
other financial informa¬ 
tion, I have directed the 
employees to place mul¬ 
tiple documents for your 
examination on the coun¬ 
cil table. Any other docu¬ 
ments desired (other than 
personnel information) 
will be provided upon re¬ 
quest. These documents 
will be displayed at all fu¬ 
ture council meetings,” the 
message stated. 

Rumors 

As to the rumors which 


have allegedly caused 
residents to lose faith in 
their elected city officials, 
Lawhorn believes those 
rumors are false. 

“There ain’t a one of 
them true but without giv¬ 
ing them information that 
they’re going to need to 
know, they’re going to 
start thinking, ‘Well, why 
ain’t they doing that?”’ he 
said, referring to monthly 
reports. 

Also, Lawhorn reiter¬ 
ated that he’s not accusing 
the city of malfeasance. 

“I’m not insinuating that 
the city’s doing anything 
it shouldn’t be doing. I 
just think people could be 
more informed,” he said. 

In other business, the 
council: 

■ Established a com¬ 
mittee to consider raising 
the rates of three to four 
businesses whose garbage 
pickups have increased 
from several times a week 
to as much as three dump¬ 
sters being emptied on a 
daily basis. The commit¬ 
tee comprises Sweeney, a 
city councilman yet to be 
named, Ronnie Wesley, 
the city’s utility superin¬ 


tendent, and Chad Dav¬ 
enport, the garbage truck 
driver. Sweeney said that 
they will meet with the 
businesses — which he 
declined to name — to 
discuss the proposed in¬ 
creases. 

■ Heard Sweeney say 
that an unofficial date of 
March 14 has been set for 
the groundbreaking of the 
new college that will be 
built in downtown Liberty. 
Sweeney also announced 
a rubber duck race on 
May 17. The 2,000 ducks 
will be sold for $20 each 
and then dumped into the 
Green River for a race 
downstream. 

The first five ducks to 
cross the finish line will 
bring their owners prizes 
of $5,000, $4,000, $3,000, 
$2,000 and $ 1,000, respec¬ 
tively. Sweeney said that if 
all the ducks are sold, the 
college should gain around 
$25,000.

The retail store, started

Eubank man indicted for December tractor theft

A Casey County grand 
jury has indicted a man for 
breaking into a bam and 
stealing a tractor. 

Meeting on Feb. 10, the 
grand jury indicted Jer¬ 
emy Kyle Branscum, 30, 
of 1721 Ky. 1791, Eubank, 
on charges of third-degree 
burglary, theft by unlawful 
taking, $10,000 or more, 
but less than $1 million; 
and being a persistent felo¬ 
ny offender. 

Court records state that 
on Dec. 14, 2013, Bran- 
scum went into David 
Phelps’ bam in Yosemite, 
took a Massey Ferguson 
2680 4X4 tractor with cab 


and loader, and drove it 
onto East Ky. 70 into Pulas¬ 
ki County toward Eubank. 
Kentucky State Police offi¬ 
cers found the tractor aban¬ 
doned over an embankment 
where it had stmck a tree. 

In a separate incident on 
the same day, Branscum 
— accused of third-degree 
burglary and theft by un¬ 
lawful taking, over $500 
but less than $10,000 — 
broke into a building and 
took tools, copper wiring, 
and other items belonging 
to Vicki Black. 

In other indictments: 

■ Justin Cotez Macon 
faces charges of first-de¬ 
gree burglary and theft by 
unlawful taking, firearm. 


Authorities believe that 
between Dec. 1-8, 2013, 
Macon was armed when 
he entered Robert Collier’s 
home and took an AYM 
rifle and a Marlin XL7 .270 
rifle. 

■ Storm Logan Park, 
on Jan. 20, is accused of 
second-degree assault for 
allegedly hitting and injur¬ 
ing Cheryl Moore with a 
2-inch by 2-inch stick that 
was 4-feet long.
